3. Claims 1,3,11,12,14,28 and 31-33 are allowed and renumbered as claims 1-9. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art does not teach or suggest the recited multilayer, metallized, white opaque, 
plastic label further including one of said outer skin layers being a non-voided layer 
having an outer surface thereof oxidatively treated to receive a metal layer thereon, the 
opposed outer skin layer including at least 25% to about 50% by weight, based upon 
the weight of said opposed outer skin layer, of a void creating additive. The closest prior 
art also does not teach or suggest the recited multilayer, metallized, white opaque, 
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plastic label further including at least 25% to about 50% by weight, based upon the 
weight of said first outer layer, of a void creating additive therein. The prior art does not 
teach motivation or suggestion for modification to make the invention as instantly 
claimed.
